DENKTASH TOLD USDEL THAT THE TURKISH PERMREP WOULD INTRODUCE 
IN GA NOV. 13 A DRAFT RESOLUTION INVITING HIM (DENKTASH) 

TO ADDRESS THE GA AS THE LEADER OF THE TURKISH CYPRIOT 
COMMUNITY AND VICE PRESIDENT OF CYPRUS. AND WOULD REQUEST 
IMMEDIATE VOTE. (TURKISH MISSION OFFICERS CONFIRMED THIS.) 

HE RECOGNIZED US HAD FIRM CONSISTENT POSITION ON PLENARY 
PARTICIPATION, BUT HOPED THE US WOULD LOOK TO ITS CONSCIENCE 
IN APPLYING THIS PRINCIPLE. HE CLAIMED TT HAVE 40-ODD 
VOTES ALREADY LINED UP FOR THE INVITATION RESOLUTION. 

THE BRITISH TOLD USDEL THEY INFORMED THE TURKS IN NO UNCERTAIN 
TERMS THEY COULD NOT SUPPORT SUCH A RESOLUTION. AN 
ALGERIAN MEMBER OF THE NON-ALIGNED CYPRUS WORKING GROUP 
SAID THE NON-ALIGNED WOULD SURFACE THEIR IDEAS ON A RESOLUTION 
TOWARD THE END OF THE DEBATE, SO THAT PARTIES WOULD HAVE LEAST 
POSSIBLE TIME TO MEDDLE WITH COMPROMISE TEXT.

CONGRESSMAN FRASER AND ALTERNATE USDEL REPRESENTATIVE 
HAUGH DISCUSSED WITH UNDP ADMINISTRATOR PETERSON THE CUBAN 
INVITATION TO UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL TO MEET IN HAVANA. 

IN CONTEXT OF POLITICAL PROBLEMS IN CONGRESS ARISING 
FROM NOV. 10 ANTI-ZIONISM VOTE IN GA. PETERSON THOUGHT 
THERE WAS NO LIKELIHOOD CUBANS WOULD RESCIND THE 
INVITATION, BUT IF US HAD SOME CHANNEL OF COMMUNICATION 
WITH CUBA IT MIGHT BE POSSIBLE TO POSTPONE IT UNTIL 
JANUARY 1977. HE THOUGHT JUNE 1976 PARTICULARLY INOPPORTUNE 
FOR THE HAVANA MEETING BECAUSE OF CONGRESSIONAL 
CONSIDERATION OF APPROPRIATIONS AND THE US PRESIDENTIAL 
PRIMARIES. PETERSON EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER POSSIBLE 
CONGRESSIONAL CUTS IN UNDP FUNDING IN RESPONSE TO THE 
ANTI-ZIONISM VOTE, AND, AS FIRST "SIGN OF TROUBLE," 

POINTED TO SENATOR BYRD'S AMENDMENT LIMITING UN VOLUNTARY 
FUNDING AUTHORIZATION TO ONE YEAR. (LIMITED OFFICIAL

UN AND ANGOLA - 
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AFRICAN GROUP WAS UNABLE TO REACH AGREEMENT NOV. 7 
CONCERNING UNITED POSITION TOWARD MPLA AND CHAIRMAN MIKO 
(EQUATORIAL GUINEA) IS TO ISSUE GROUP STATEMENT EXPRESSING 
REGRET THAT ANGOLAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS ARE UNABLE

ACCORDING TO THE BRITISH, THE DRAFT RESOLUTION SUBMITTED 
IN COMMITTEE 4 BY MAURITIUS, CALLING ON GUATEMALA TO DESIST 
FROM ALL ACTION WHICH MIGHT THREATEN BELIZE'S TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY AND NATIONAL UNITY AND TO COOPERATE IN FULL 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECOLONIZATION DECLARATION, WAS 
"UNSOLICITED" AND HAD BEEN SUBMITTED FOR TACTICAL REASONS 
TO EMBARRASS THE GUATEMALANS. THEY BELIEVE IT WILL BE 
WITHDRAWN EVENTUALLY. 

GUATEMALANS TOLD USDEL THAT BELIZE PREMIER PRICE INFORMED 
A NUMBER OF AFRICAN DELEGATIONS THAT THE UK MADE A COMMITMENT 
TO GRANT BELIZE INDEPENDENCE SEPT. 10, 1976. RICHARDSON 
(UK) LATER COMMENTED TO USDEL THAT THIS IS ONE OF 
STANDARD RUMORS THAT CROPS UP EVERY FEW MONTHS AND IS WITHOUT 
ANY TRUTH. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTELS 5856, 5865) 

RESTRUCTURING OF UN - 

TUNISIAN AMB DRISS IS LESS ADAMANT THAN HE WAS EARLIER, 

BUT STILL CONTENDS THAT THE CHAIRMANSHIP OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE 
ON RESTRUCTURING SHOULD GO TO A NEW YORK BASED AFRICAN. 

DADZIE, WHO IS HERE IN HIS CAPACITY AS CHAIRMAN OF THE TRADE 
BOARD, ASSURED DRISS AND OTHERS HE WOULD BE AVAILABLE 
IN NEW YORK FOR THE ENTIRE RESTRUCTURING EXERCISE. 

THE AFRICAN GROUP COMMITTEE ON NOMINATIONS IS MEETING 
WITH DRISS, AND IF THEY SUCCEED IN OBTAINING HIS AGREEMENT 
ON DADZIE, THE DECISION WILL BE CONVEYED AT THE G-77 
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MEETING NOV. 12 AND HIS CANDIDACY PUT TO THE AD HOC COMMITTEE 
NOV. 13. THE AUSTRALIANS INDICATED AN INTEREST IN THE 
RAPPORTEUR POST, AND THE AUSTRIANS IN A VICE PRESIDENCY. 

THE G-77 FLOATED THE IDEA OF AN EXPANDED BUREAU TO UNDERTAKE 
THE WORK PROGRAM, BUT MANY WEO'S OPPOSE A WORKING BUREAU 
ON THE GROUNDS THEIR INTERESTS AND CONTRIBUTIONS WOULD NOT 
BE ADEQUATELY REPRESENTED. UNDER G-77 PRESSURE, THE SYG 
NAMED CORDOVEZ AS THE SECRETARIAT REPRESENTATIVE.
